PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  throughout 
the  district  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  & Surveyor. 

A collection  was  carried  out,  so  far  as  practicable,  once 
a fortnight,  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  following  sites:- 

Broadway,  Overbury,  Radford  and  Beckford, 

2 refuse  vehicles  were  in  regular  use  during  the  year. 

The  Council  operate  2 cesspool  cleansing  vehicles. 

These  are  in  continual  use  emptying  septic  tanks  etc,,  belonging  to 
the  Coiincil  and  to  private  o^jmers.  Contents  are  disposed  of  in 
sewers  or  spread  over  land  on  agreed  sites,  A charge  of  30/-  per 
l»ad  is  made  to  private  owners  with  a preferential  rate ibr  properties 
in  Broadway  and  Badsey,  where  a special  Sewerage  Rate  has  been 
levied  for  a considerable  number  of  years.
